Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Board  of  the  Town  of  Rollinsford: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  second  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  report  covering  the  year 
from  February  1,  1921,  to  January  31,  1922. 

REPAIRS. 

Near  the  close  of  the  spring  term  the  school  board 
made  a  very  careful  inspection  of  all  the  school  build- 
ings and  decided  on  what  repairs  to  make.  Special  at- 
tention was  given  to  the  Quamphegan  school.  This 
building  was  painted  inside  and  out;  the  ceiling  white- 
washed and  the  toilet  connected  with  the  building  by  a 
latticed  passage  way.  Very  substantial  improvements 
were  also  made  in  the  Sullivan  school,  with  the  result 
that  the  school  buildings  were  in  good  repair  at  the 
opening  of  the  present  school  year. 

STANDING  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

We.  are  very  fortunate  to  have  retained  the  teach- 
ing force.  All  the  teachers  were  re-elected  and  all 
accepted  the  positions.  The  school  board  and  citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  general  excellence  of  the  work  done  by  pupils  and 
teachers. 

We  have,  of  course,  some  boys  and  girls  who  are 
not  doing  their  best— every  school  has  them.  We  have 
many  over-age  pupils— we  find   them  in   every  school 
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system.  The  real  test  of  any  school  system  is  the 
number  which  continue  their  education  and  the  quality 
of  work  which  these  students  do. 

That  the  teachers  and  pupils  have  done  excellent 
work  is  shown  by  the  graduates  of  last  year's  eighth 
grade  who  went  to  Dover  High  School  and  to  Berwick 
Academy.  Every  one  of  these  carried  his  work  very 
successfully.  Seven  entered  Berwick  Academy.  These 
seven  pupils  received  thirty-five  marks  in  their  studies 
at  the  middle  of  the  term.  Of  these  thirty-five  marks 
16  were  of  "A"  grade;  14  of  "B"  grade;  3  of  "C" 
grade,  and  2  of  "D"  grade.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  of  the  two  "DV  one  was  in  French,  a  subject  not 
taught  in  your  schools,  and  the  other  was  in  Science,  a 
subject  for  which  we  have  no  equipment. 

In  other  words,  45%  of  the  ranks  given  to  the 
seven  pupils  were  "A's";  a  very  unusual  record  indeed. 

STATE  AID. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  asked  the  last  legis- 
lature for  $350,000.00  for  school  equalization.  The 
legislature  granted  $325,000.00  with  the  condition  that 
95%  should  be  distributed  to  the  districts  in  the  order 
of  their  needs.  This  did  not  include  the  Town  of 
Rollinsford,  but  we  did  share  in  the  pro  rate  distribu- 
tion of  the  remaining  5%.  We  are  assured  of  $936.46 
for  the  coming  school  year,  and  of  $1,892.74  the  year 
after,  provided  the  next  legislature  grants  the  full 
appropriation. 
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AGE-GRADE    ENROLLMENT. 

Your  attention  is  called  particularly  to  the  Age- 
Grade  enrollment  of  the  schools.  This  table  should  be 
carefully  studied  by  every  parent  who  has  a  boy  or  girl 
in  the  school.  It  gives  not  merely  the  enrollment  in  the 
different  rooms,  but  particularly  the  number  of  over- 
age children  in  the  various  grades. 

I  wish  that  I  could  impress  upon  fathers  and 
mothers  the  great  urgency  of  keeping  the  children  up 
to  the  standard  in  the  school  work.  Why?  The  school 
law  permits  that  children  who  have  graduated  from  the 
elementary  school  and  have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen 
may,  if  they  so  desire,  go  to  work.  If  they  have  not 
completed  the  elementary  school  course  they  must  con- 
tinue in  school  until  they  do  so  or  until  they  have 
reached  the  age  of  sixteen.  The  child  who  enters  at 
six  should  graduate  at  fourteen,  if  he  is  not  held  back. 
The  child  who  is  held  back  one  year  looses  one  year  of 
productive  activity.  The  child  who  is  held  back  two 
years  looses  two  years  of  productive  activity,  and  in- 
stead of  spending  the  years  from  14  to  16  in  school 
this  child  might  just  as  well  work  at  possibly  ten 
dollars  per  week.  This  means  $360.00  a  year  for  the 
child  held  back  one  year,  and  $720.00  for  the  child  held 
back  two  years,  not  counting  the  short  vacations. 

To  get  at  this  more  specifically  in  terms  of  dollars 
and  cents  we  see  by  the  Age-Grade  enrollment  table 
that  there  are  57  children  who  are  one  year  over-age 
for  their  grade.  Multiplying  $360.00  by  57  we  have  a 
financial    loss   to    the    parents    of    these    children    of 
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$20,830.00  the  money  which  57  pupils  working  36  weeks 
at  $10.00  per  week  would  earn.  We  also  find  by  re- 
ferring to  the  table  "that  there  are  56  children  who  are 
two  years  or  more  over-age.  All  of  these  pupils  will 
undoubtedly  leave  school  when  they  reach  the  age  of 
16,  that  is,  two  years  over-age.  The  earning  capacity 
of  56  pupils  for  two  years  of  36  weeks  a  year,  at  $10.00 
a  week  is  $40,320.00.  Thus  the  total  financial  loss  to 
the  parents  of  these  113  over-age  children  amounts  to 
$61,140.00,  or  $7,642.50  for  each  year  of  the  eight 
years.  Can  the  parents  afford  it?  Would  it  not  be 
wise  on  the  part  of  every  father  and  mother  to  urge 
their  sons  and  daughters  to  do  their  best  in  school  and 
win  promotion  at  the  end  of  the  year?  It  certainly 
would  pay  big  in  dollars  and  cents,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  value  of  a  better  education.  While  the  above  situa- 
tion is  unfortunate,  yet  it  is  found  everywhere,  often 
in  greater  numbers  and  has  existed  right  along  in  your 
schools.  The  percentage  of  pupils  of  normal  age  for 
their  grade  is  higher  this  year  than  last.  It  is  the  pur- 
pose of  your  superintendent  to  have  the  pupils  advance 
from  grade  to  grade  just  as  fast  ,as  possible,  consistent 
with  good  scholarship.  If  parents  only  appreciated  the 
money  value  of  keeping  the  pupils  up  to  the  standard, 
we  would  have  fewer  failures. 

COURSE   OF  STUDY. 

Several  important  changes  in  the  course  of  study 
have  been  made  in  the  past  year  and  one-half.  The 
Aldine  system  of  reading  has  been  introduced  and  is 
producing  satisfactory  results.     A  systematic  course  of 
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language  work  from  the  fourth  grade  through  the 
eighth  grade  is  securing  better  oral  and  written  com- 
position, and  will  eliminate  the  waste  which  always 
comes  when  the  work  is  not  continuous  from  year  to 
year.  The  history  of  grades  five  and  six  has  been 
changed  so  that  greater  attention  is  given  to  American 
history  and  to  the  lives  and  works  of  our  prominent 
statesmen  and  heroes.  In  the  first  grade  more 
emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  reading,  while  only  con- 
crete work  in  number  is  required.  A  half  year  of 
Algebra  in  the  eighth  grade  enables  the  pupil  to  carry 
the  Algebra  at  Berwick  Academy  very  successfully. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  cordial  support  of  the  school  board,  the  teachers, 
and  the  community.
